Penny Hoizrnan Lauded For 
Saving Stricken Friend 


A 12-year-old Grayling girl, Patrice “Penny” Holzman 
was cited by Crawford County Sheriff Department Deputies 
for a courageous effort that is creciited with saving the life of 
her friend, Sarah Annin, 13, also of Grayling. 

Canoeing with her best friend on the backwaters of the 
AuSable Rivet, Penny dived into the water to rescue Sarah, 
who had an epileptic seizure and fell out of the canoe, towed 
her to shore, administered immediate first aid, then sought 
help. A life was saved because of Penny's courageous and 
immediate response {o a possible tragedy. 

Penny is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Holzman; 
Sarah the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William Annin. “We 
couldn't have done any better,” an investigating deputy said. 
Sarah was treated and released at Grayling’s Mercy Hospital.

Labeling it a ‘return of 
local tax dollars.”

Figures and comparisons, discreetly 
dropped into conversations at strategic 
moments, also can brand mosi anybody 
as a person of wit and perception. 

Therefore, an Almanack Extra this 
week...presented herewith a plethora of 
Statistical data, completely unrelated, 
but hopefully interesting and helpful: 

——During the last decade, more than 
15 million Americans have stonned 
voting. Turnout in presidential races 
has dropped from 63.8 percent in 1960 
to 54.4 percent in 1976.

27 to Take

More than 25 persons 
signed up to take Clerk- 
Carrier exams that will be 
given by the Postal Service 
on August 5, 1978, Post- 
master Muriel Leng said to- 
day. 

“We have not replenished 
our job register since 1975, 
and this undoubtedly helped 
contribute to the number of 
applicants who want to take 
the tests that may lead to 
Postal Service employment,” 
she said 

“But | think the response 
we got also indicates local 
residents consider Postal 
Service jobs attractive. | 
think our pay. fringe bene- 


are major reasons for the 
large number of applicants,” 
she said. 

Saiaries, not includiag the 


fringe benefits, for clerks 
and letter carriers begin at 
$6.40 an hour and increase 
to $7.50 an hour over an 
eight-year period. Annually, 
this represents a $12,894 
starting salary for a fulltime 
employee that increases to 
$15,116 in eight years. 

Postmaster Leng empha- 
sized many postal job open- 
ings could not be expected 
in Frederic in the coming 
months. but estimated that 
one vacancy will occur in the 
next two years. 

“The vacancy will be filled 
by offering a job to those 
who do well on the exams 
and are placed in our up- 
Gated register.” she said. 

The postmaster said an 
inspection of the present job 
register showed many names 
of people who had moved or 
for one reason or another 
were no longer available to 
accept postal jobs.

Bill training this fall, Frank 
Kilcullen, director of the VA 
regional office in Detroit.

Students enrolling for the 
first time this fall under the 
GI Bill should already be in 
contact with the school of 
their choice. Acceptance by 
the college requires an appli- 
cation as well as testing and 
deposits in many instances. 

Veterans who wish to draw 
GI Bill benefits must be 
accepted by an approved VA 
institution and begin training 
on a specified date in order 
to receive their first check at 
the end of the first month. 

Many business and tech- 
nica! schools also require 
prior enrollment and accep- 
tance sometime before ac- 
tual classes begin. 

About half of the Michigan 
Vietnam Era veterans have 
taken training under the Gl 
Bill, and eligibility for train- 
ing ends 10 years after dis- 
charge. Kilcullen said as a

November Ballot May Be 
Real Voter Maze 


Besides the usual number 
of statewide legislative and 
local candidates vying for 
public office, the November 
ballot will he crowded with 
at least nine proposals to 
change the state constitu- 
tion. 

Voters will be asked to 
decide such weighty ques- 
tions as raising the drinking 
age, limiting state expendi- 
tures, halving pronerty taxes 
and a voucher system for 
education. 

Petitions were filed to 
place the voucher system on 
the ballot which supporters 
claim will foster "“competi- 
tion for excellence” among 
schools. 

The opposition says the 
systems, which will allow 
students to attend schools 
of their choice, is nothing 
more than parochial gnd will 
adversely affect integration 
programs. 

Public money wiil support 
education in private and 
parochial schools under the 
plan and jt could dismantle 
school busing programs. Its 
purpose is designed to cre- 
ate equality between the 
affluent and the lower-in- 
come families by letting 
students go to better schools 


than may be in their dis- 


tricts. 

The amendment wil! elim- 
inate property taxes as the 
major source of education 
funding, cutting the taxes 
$1.8 billion. To make up the 
tost revenue, supporters pro- 
pose increases in the in- 
come, nuisance and property 
transfer taxes. 

The model plan requires 
that vouchers not be used for 
religious education. Reli- 
gious schools will have to 
charge extra tuition for reli- 
gious education and keep 
account of tinat. 

Another question will be 
the so-called Meadlee a- 
mendment which would limit 
state spending to actual 
increases in personal in- 
come. The proposal is de- 
signed to put a cap on state 
spending to keep spending 
in line with personal income 
increases. 

Signatures were filed also 
to nlace the so-called Tisch 
amendment on the Novem- 
ber ballot to ask voters to cut 
property taxes. However. the 
final signatures were gather- 
ed in such a hurry there are 


serious questions as to 
wiether they wil! be vali- 
dated to qualify for the 
ballot. 


The Tisch amendment also 
puts limits on the Legisla- 
ture prohibiting it from rai- 
sing the income tax rate by 
more that 1 The 
amendment also allows local 
income taxes of one percent 
for schools. 


Here is a rundown of 
other amendments that will 
probably appear: Bail Bonds 
adopted by the Legislature; 
authorizes judges to deny 
bail bonds to accused felons 
with at least three other 
serious felony convictions 
on their records and for 
certain violent crimes. 

Investments--adopted by 
the Legislature,; authorizes 
the state lo deposit its funds 
in credit unions, savings and 
loan associations or banks. 

Constitution Convention-- 
required by the current con- 
stitution: asks whether a 
convention should be called 
to propose a new constitu- 
tion. 

Police Bargaining-initia- 
tive petition promoted by tne 
Michigan State Police Troop- 
ers Association: authorizes 
collective bargaining by 
State Police troopers; pro- 
vides for binding: arbitration 
for unresolved disputes. 

Drinking Age--initiative 
petition’ promoted by the 
coalition for 21; initiative 
petition promuied by Oak- 
land County Prosecutor L. 
Brooks Patterson; requires 
persons convicted of violent 
crimes to serve at least the 
minimum term before being 
eligible for parole. 


Voters must more than 
ever prepare themselves very 
well for the November gen- 
eral election. This is the year 
for every voter to exercise 
the right to vote, but to cast 
an intelligent vote, the elec- 
torate must be well read and 
be ready to answer the 
questions being put to them.
